("lo poliraits of Grant, the Queen's"
body servant, and one of her attendants
John Drown. T;e are pictures, too, of
trie Queen s Colue dogs, feharp and Noble,
and several views of scenes in the High-
lands, from sketches by the Princess
Beatrice. In the preface the royal
authoress says t "ilemeuibering the feeling
With Which our Oar Life in tlie Hiahland
was received, the writer thinks the present
volume may cnually etok'e sympathy, as,
while describing a very altered life, it
shows how. her sad and suffering heart
was soothed and cherished by the excur-
sions and incidents it recounts, as well as
by the simple mountaineers from whom
she learned many lessons of resignation
and laith in the quiet of the beautiful
Highlands." After the dedication to the
loyal Highlanders, and especially to the
memory of her faithful attendant and
friend, John Brown, the diary opens with
the building of the memorial cairn in
honor of the prince consort. It reads as
follows: "We started off in a little pony
chair led by Brown, Berte, Prince of
Wales, in front, Eleanor andjLouise on
ponies, anil tffO little boys, Arthur and
Leopold. I actually drove in the little
carriage to the very top of Craig Lowrigan,
Grant and Duncan pushing the carriage
behind. Sweet baby Beatrice wo
fotlnd at the top. The view was
so line, the day so bright, the heather so
beautifully green, but no pleasure, no joy,
all dead. Here at the top is the founda-
tion of the cairn to be erected to my pre-
cious Albert. I and my poor six orphans
all placed stones on it, aod our initials are
to lie plaired on the stones all round it.

Several succeeding entries in the diary
mention other visits to the Prince's cairn,
along with family records and remarks of
domestics. The following may serve as
an example of the latter:

When near the ciiirn tlrant sa'd "I thought yon
would like to bo here hi birthdny. so
entirely was he of the opinion llu't tiiis beloTed
day, and even tho 14th of December, the anni-
versary of his death, should not bo looked upon
as a day of moarning. Thero is so much good
aud strong faith in these simple people.

In October, 18"i, when making an ex-
cursion from Balmoral to Clova, the car-
riage was overturned, and the face and
right hand of the Queen were bruised,
and llrowu'8 knees were badly hurt. The
succeeding entries recur to Brown's in-
jury:

1 was much distressed at hrcakfii.--t to find that
poor llrown's lcs had been dreadfully cut at the
hack of the knees, and he said nothing about it.
but y one became so inflamed and swelled
so much that ho could hardly move. The doctor
said he mur.t keep it up ha much as possible, and
walk i ery little, but did not forbid his going out
with the carriage. I did uot go out in the morn-
ing.

Next day, October 12t.li, the Queen
writes:

brown's le? is mnch better. The doctor
thoiishi he could walk over the hill

When making the first visit to tJlassary,
Shiel mountain lodge, in l.sw, the diary
describes the house-warmin- g as follows:

Bro-.v- ca me to say that all tho servants-wer-

ready. There were present Louise, Arthur. Jane.
I.ndy Churchill nnd a number of domestics and
policemen. We made nineteen altogether. Five
animated reels were danced, in which all but my
self joined. After tbe first reel whisky todily was
bronght round, and brown begged i wuuld drink
to ihe The merry, pretty little
ball ended at 11 o clock, bill the men went on
singing in the steward's room lor some time, all
very happy. Cut sad thoughts tilled my heart,
both bclurc dinner and when 1 retired to . 1

thought of my darling husband, whom 1 fancied
1 must sec, an.l who always wislieu to build hero.
Then ihc sad thought struck me that it was my
lirst w idow's houso. Uut 1 am sure his blessing
rests on it.

In 1S71 the Queen attended a Scotch
communion service, one Sunday, at the
Craithie church, near Balmoral. She
writes:

The communion is most touching and beauti
ful. It impressed and moved ine more thau 1

can express. It is impossible to say how deeply
we were impressed by the grand simplicity uf the
service. It was also truly earnest. io descrip-
tion can do justice to the perfect devotion of the
whole assemblage. I longed much to join it to see
all tnese simple, good neon e in their moo. plain
dresses, including the old wuinan in her luuteh,
so many of whom 1 knew, and Rome who had
walked far. although they were in deep snow, was
very striking. Since 1ST:! I had partaken of com
munion allruitnie every autumn.

The Princess Louise became engaged to
Marquis Ixirno. The event took place,
llic wueen savs. tl u ri nir a wnlk from G oss
Altshel to Dhu lxK:k, where Louise had
gone with Iady Kly, the Lord Chancellor
and ixirne. She says:

Louise on returning at night told me Lome
nail spoKcn ol nis devotion to her. nnd hud nr.
posed to her. She had accepted, knowing 1 would
approve. Though l was not unprepared for this re
sult, i icn painlully the thought ot losing her.
but naturally 1 gave my consent, and could only
pray that she might be happy.

Sole reference to events in France in
1870 occurs in speaking of a sermon which
she heard in a church at Balmoral. She
says:

lr. M.icleod gave su.'h a splendid sermon on
war. Without mentioning France, he said
enough to make everyone understand what he
meant, when he pointed out how Hod would pun-
ish wickedness and vanity nnd sensuality. The
chapters he read from Isaiah xxviii and from
K.ckiel and tho 1'salms were really quite wonder-
ful for the way in which they seemed to describe
France. It was all admirable and heart-stirrin- g.

Thon prayers were beautiful in which ho spoke of
the sick, dying and wounded upon the battle-
field, and of my sons-in-la- nnd daughters.

In June, 1870, the Queen records the re-
ceipt of the news of the death of the
young Prince Imperial :

Brown' knocked and came in; he said there
was bad news. When 1. in alarm, asked what?
he replied, "the young F'rench Prince is killed."
1 could not take it in, and asked several times
what it meant. Ueatrico then came in with a tel-
egram in her hand, and said, "Oh, the Prince
Imperial is killed. 1 feel a thrill of horror now
while I write the words. I put my
hands to my head and cried out, "No. no.
it cannot be true." Then dear rcatrice,
who cried very much, as I did too, gave me luetelegram. To die in such an awful, horrible way.
poor, dear Fhnpress, her only, only child, her all

gone! 1 was (juite beside myself. Brown was
so distressed. Everyone was unite stunned.
Littlo sleep did I get, thinking of the p,or s,

whj did not yet know it. Tho Prince was
so good, and so much beloved. To think of that
dear young man, the apple of his Mother's eye.
horn and nurtured iu purple dying thus, is too
tearful, too awful, and it is inexplicable and
dreadiul that others should Lot havo turned
around and fought for him.

One section of the diary gives recollec-
tions of "my dear, valued friend, Dr.
Norman McLeod," Scotch chaplain to the
Queen, who is "so clever, agreeable, so
kind and good. Dr. Mcloil is greatly
alarmed for the Kstablished Church o'f
Scotland, as he fears an attempt will be
made to pnll it down, though, thank God,
should this happen, a Free Church and
the I'nited Presbyterians, with the pres-
ent Established Church, would become
one very strong Protestant body. I asked
him about Lome, and he said he had
a very high opinion of him."

During her excursions the Queen's pri-
vacy was greatly disturbed by reporters.
When visiting Glencoe she writes:

The dar was most beautiful and calm. I sat
down on a grass lor luncheon; then 1 sketched.
Here, however, here in this complete solitude,
wo were spied on by impudent, inquisitive re-
porters, who followed ns everywhere. One in
.articular, who writes for some (Scotch paicr,ray down and watched us with a telescope. He

dogged me and Beatrice when we wore walking
about and whs most impertinent when Brown
went to tell hiin to move. He went away at last.
Brown came back, saying he thought there would
have been a light, for when Brown said the
tjueen wished him to more away he said he had
quite as good a right to remain there as the Queen
had. Brown answered very strongly that the
highest gentlemen of Kngland would not do what
he did, much less a manly reporter. The other
reporters came up and advised the man to eome
away quietly."

The concluding page is devoted to the
death of Brown. It contains these sen-
tences:

Uis loss to me is irreparable, for he deservedly
possessed my confidence. He served me truly,
devotedly, untiringly. To say he is daily, hourly
missed by me, one whose life-lon- gratitude he
won by constant eare and devutiun, is but a
fee ble expression of the truth.

So far as its political interest is con
cerned, the book is throughout intensely
disappointing. All the Queen's remarks
have direct relation to personal emotion.
Even in her allusions to the Egyptian war
and the battle of Tel el Kebir her only

I howed
the le.oir.in to Beatrice and embraced her warm-
ly, saying, "What joy and pride and cauiie for
thankrulneaa we have to know that our darling is
safe and so much praiaed.

tailed by tho Secretary of the Treasury to
examine and reiort upon thu iiostal meth-
ods of fureiun countries, has completed
the labor and presented his report. As a
result of his investigations he recoinmentls
the following changes in our postoniee
svstem: There are, he says, in round
numbers, 4S,(WU posumices, eacii a receiv-
ing and disbursing otlice. Of these, tioOO

do a money-orde- r busines, 4 1,.t00 collect
ing revenue irom stamps ouiy. itcc
master is authorized to retain his salary
and authorized expenses from the reve
nues he collects. I would discontinue ct

accounting with these 41,500 post-
masters, supplying them with a limited
stock of stamps on credit and requiring
them to imrchase at a designated money
order otlice in the vicinity all required
thereafter. At such supply offices
they would receive their compen-
sation and authorised expenditures.
The remaining 0500 postmasters should
account monthly direct to thisotlice. With
a quarterly accounting the Postniaster-Gener-

cannot 'e informed of the receipts
and disbursements for the lirt half of the
fiscal year until the lost quarter has com
meneed. and liabilities under his control
for the entire vear have taerefore been in
curred. With a monthly accounting, he
could have been advised of the revenues
and expenditures within thirty days from
the expiration of each month. The work
of posting and stating general postotlice
accounts, now requiring thirty-thre-

clerks, would be dispensed with when
the accounts under the present svstem
were closed, while the business of the
stamp and finance division of the third
assistant's oflice would be largely reduced.

Mr. Smith suggests that a return to hxed
salaries will reduce the labor of postmas
ters. With a record of the pieces handled
or stain ns canceleil eacii quarter, uxea
salaries in even dollars could be estab
lished, to be raised or lowered as business
increased or decreased. He thinks the
benefits of the money order system can lie
partially extended tfie 41,500 smaller pest--
oflices bv furnishing as stamps are fur
nished, a fractional note of convenient
denominations less than SI, payable at
face value at any monev order ollice thirty
days after date thereon when sold by is-

suing postmaster, after such date to be re
deemable at Washington at a nxed uis- -
count, or be absolutely void, thus keep
ing it out of circulation, this note to re
issued without fee, being simply a substi-
tute for stamps in remitting.
